DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 2/26/09 has been entered. 
Claim 12 is cancel. 

Claims 1-11, 13-31 are pending in the application. 

In response to applicant's amendment and persuasive arguments, all the prior art 
rejection has been withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on 2/26/09, have been fully considered and are 
persuasive (see page 12 - 13 of the remarks filed on 2/26/09), with respect to claims 1- 
31 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection under 101 
has been withdrawn and claims 1-1 1 and 13-31 are now allowed. 

Reason For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-11 and 13-31 are allowed and renumbered as 1-30. 

As pointed out by the applicant's Remark, see page 12-13 of the remarks filed on 
2/26/09, with respect to claims 1-31 have been fully considered and as a result 
amended claims 1-1 1 and 13-31, is now indicated allowable. The prior art of record Mori 
(US. 7,039,233) discloses detecting a lower feature in an image and detecting a higher 
feature from the detected result. These steps are repeated in order to recognize a 
predetermined pattern in an image. Mori fails to discloses or suggest " at least the 
features of extracting the features of a first layer, determining a model to be used for

extracting features of a second layer higher than the first layer is determined on the 
basis of the features extracted from the first layer, and features of a second layer are 
extracted by using the determined model", as commonly included in each of the 
independent claim 1 , 29 and 31 , the prior art of record fails to teach either singularly or 
in combination, fails to anticipate or render the above limitations obvious.
